L (Currently Amended) A score management sj^stem which comprises mobile 
teiminals and a score maiiagement server being connected to each other via a wireless * 
communication network, wherein, 

(a) said score management server: 
stores score data; 

receives a request for displaying score status from said mobile t»;nninal and 
performs a verification to identify said mobile termiaal; 

transmits data representing the score slams based on the stored score data ofthe 
players associated with said verification and the hig h-ranking players and aii input form 
to be displayed on said mobile terminal for the players associated with said verification, 
to said mobile terminal; 

receives a request for inputting new score data from said mobile termi-ial; 

and updates the stored score data based on the received request for inputting the 
new score, 

(b) said mobile termmal : 

transmits the request for displaying the score status to said score management; 

server; 

displays the score status based on the received data representing the score stams; 

and 

transmits ihc request for inputting the score data in response to the users input, to 
said score management server. 
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2. (Currently Amended) A score maDagement sender being connected to mobile 
terminals via wireless communication network, said sender comprising: 
a storage unit which stores score data; 

a display request receiver which receives a request for displaying score status from said 
mobile terminal and performs a verification to identify said mobile temiinal; 

a resuh transmitter which transmits data representing the score status based c n the score 
data stored in said storage unit of tlie plavers associated with said verification anjjhehi^ 
ranking players, to said mobile terminal in response to the display request; 

a form transmitter which transmits an input form to be displayed on said motile terminal 
for the players associated with said verification, to said mobile terminal; 

an input request receiver which receives a request for inputting new score da.a from said 
mobile terminal; and. 

an update unit wliich updates the score data stored in said storage unit based on the 
received request for inputting the new score data. 

3. (Previously Presented) The score management server according to claim 2 further 
comprising a transmission controller which controls said result transmitter to transmit the data 
representing the score status in response to the update of the score data. 

4, (Currently Amended) The score management server according lo claim 2, 
wherein said transmitter and said form transmitter embed the data representing the score status 
and the input form [in one packet] in order to transmit them to said mobile teraiinal [and] so that 
a player can input the new score data. 
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5. (Qinsndy Amended) A computer readable data recording raedium sioiii^ a 
program to be executed by a score management server being connected to mobile teiriinals via a | 
wireless communication network, said program causes said score management server -o: 

store score data; 

receive a request for displaying score status and perform a verification to identify said 
mobi le terminal from said mobile temdn al; j 

transmit data representing the score sutus based on the stored score data of m e players . | 
Hc^ciociated with said verification and the h ii>h-ranking players, to said mobile cerminal in I 

response to the display request; | 

transmit an input form to be displayed on said mobile terminal for the players associated |

receive a request for inputting new score data from said mobile tenninal; and 
update the stored score data based on the received request for inputting the n:^w 20 score 

data. 

6. (Previously Presented) The data recording medium according to claini 5, wherein 
said program further causes said score management server to transmit the dala representhag the j 
score stauis to said mobile terminal in response to the update of the score data. j 

7. (Currently Amended) The data recording medium according to claim 5, wherein 
said program further causes said score management server to embed the data repiesenting the 
score slams and the input form [in one packet] in order to transmit them to said mobile terminal

12. (Cuirently Amended) The score management server accordmg to claim 2, 
wherein said mobile terminal is a portable phone or a cellular phone and [the] a telephone ; 
number is used to identify said mobile terminal.

comprising: 

a score checker which checks said new score data received by said iaput request : 

receiver; and 

wherein, 

said form transmitter transmits the input form to said mobi1<: tennmal in- 
the case that said new score data is wrong in order to input the correct score, and 

said iqidate imit updates said new score data in the case tlial said new 
score data is not wrong.

a result transmitter which transmits data representing the score status t ased on the 
score data stored in said storage imit of the olavers associated with said identifier of said 
mnhilft Termin al The hi&h-ranking plavers. to said mobile terminal in response to the 
display request; 

a form transmitter which transmits an input form to be displayed on said mobile 
terminal for the players associated with said identifier, to said mobile teimina ; 

an input request receiver which receives a request for inputting new score data 

from said mobile terminal; and. 

an update unit which updates the score data stored in said storage uiit'based on 
the received request for inputting the new score data. 
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
